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HOPKINS RESTORES MISSOURI 
TO FEDERAL RELIEF ROLLS 


Rescinds Order When Informed That State: 


| Legislature Will Appropriate Funds in 


Day or Two. -

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9. — Harry 
L. Hopkins, Federal Emergency Re- 
lief Administrator, today consented 
to put Missouri back on the list of 
states eligible to receive Federal 
relief money. He took this action 


on assurances from Senator Clark 
and Representative Milligan of Mis- 
souri- that the State Legislature 
would- appropriate funds for relief 
within-a day-or two. 

Hopkins had previously ordered 
allocations of Federal relief funds 
to Missouri canceled, as of Jan. l, 
because the Legislature had not 
provided funds for State participa- 
tion. -He had also announced that 
no*more Federal money would be 
made available until Missouri 
should actually have on hand the 
cash for its share of the program. 


Both Clark and Milligan were in- 
formed yesterday by leaders in the 
Missouri Legislature, now in spe- 
cial session at Jefferson City, that 
the appropriation bill, providing for 
Missouri’s part in relief activities, 
was on its way to early passage, and 
that a tax measure, for raising the 
funds, would follow at once. 

They went to Hopkins with this 
information, and Hopkins told them 
he had no desire to stop relief in 
Missouri, and that oh their assur- 
ance he would order the expendi- 
ture to proceed, and if necessary 
would make advances pending ac- 
tual passing of the bill by the Legis- 
lature. 

Wallace Crossley, Missouri State 
relief director, had previously ap- 
pealed to Hopkins to modify his at- 
titude. He argued that the cessa- 
tion of Federal relief funds would 
leave 70,000 Missouri families help- 


less. 


14 EXECUTED 
FOR ASSASSINATION 
OF AFGHAN KING 


Six Relatives of Actual Mur- 
‘dérer in Group Put to 
Death for Conspiracy.

KABUL, Afghanistan, Jan. 9.— 
Fourteen persons, convicted of the 
conspiracy that resulted in the as- 
sassination of King Nadir Shah last 
November, were executed today. 
The executions took place in the 
presence of Shah Mahmud, Minis- 
ter of War. A special court con- 
victed the defendants and their sen- 
tences were upheld by King Zahir 
Shah, who succeeded his slain fa- 
ther. 

Among those put to death were 
the father and two uncles of Abdul 
Khalig, a student who shot and 
stabbed the King; three of Kahliq’s 
nephews, and Ghulam Albi, an 
army officer and assistant master 
of the school where Khaliq studied. 
Khaliq was executed in December. 


TRAIN STOPPED AND SEVEN

Pickets Pile Ties on Track Near

HANNIBAL, Mo., Jan. 9.—Four 
automobile thieves today abducted 
a Monroe City (Mo.) woman, ap- 
parently meaning to use her as a 
shield against bullets, and escaped 
after twice exchanging shots with 
pursuing policemen. 

An airplane was sent up by Han- 
nibal police to cruise over the 
western part of Marion County, 
where search is in progress for 
the men and their hostage, Mrs. 
Roy Carpenter, wife of a Monroe 
City high school teacher. 

The first skirmish between the 
thieves and the police led by Chief 
W. J. Schneider, occurred near the 
Carpenter farm, three miles from 
Monroe City. The robbers hid be- 
hind a bridge and opened fire on 
an approaching police car, taking 
the officers by surprise. The rob- 
bers then seized Mrs. Carpenter 
and drove away. 

The police again caught up with 
the fugitives but the police car was 
crippled by shots. The officers ran 
short of ammunition and the rob- 
bers escaped.

Miss Goldman made application 
under her married name—Mrs. 

She asked permis- 
sion to visit relatives in this coun- 
try. 

She is in Toronto, Ontario, where 
she is reported to be planning a 
series of lectures. 

In making her. application, Miss 
Goldman said that if granted the 
temporary admission she would not 
engage in any political activities 
while here. 

Miss Goldman is 64 years old. A 
quarter of a century ago she was 
known from one end of the country 
to the other as an anarchist.

DOCTORS FIND ASSASSIN 
OF CERMAK HAD NORMAL BRAIN 


Report Made on Zangara Follows 
Detailed Study by 
Physicians 

By the Associated Press. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Jan, 9.— 
Guiseppe Zangara, the assassin who 
killed Mayor Anton Cermak of Chi- 
cago when he fired upon President- 
elect Franklin D. Roosevelt in Bay- 
front Park at Miami last Feb. 15, 
had “a normal brain.” 

Such was the finding, after many 
months of study and observation of 
Zangara’s brain by Dr. Adolph 
Meyer of Johns Hopkins Hospital 
in Baltimore. 

Dr. Ralph N. Greene of Jackscn- 
ville, psychiatrist who was present 
at the execution of Zangara at the 
state prison farm at Raiford last 
March 20, today made public the 
findings of Dr. Meyer. 

Dr. Meyer’s report said the “fis- 
suration. of the brain showed no 
striking deviations such as former- 
ly were emphasized in literature on 
‘criminal brains.’” ° 

Microscopic examination of the 
brain indicated a condition such as 
is encountered in patients who have 
suffered from prolonged fevers or 
intoxicating states,” Dr. Meyer re- 
ported to Dr. Greene. 

“There was no evidence of any 
disorganizing process going on at 
the time of Zangara’s death. 

In general, the prolonged study of 
the brain of Zangara did not reveal 
information which would bring 
about any correlation between the 
deed of homicide and the type of 
brain.”

CUTTING AUTO TAG FEES 


Reductions Will Be Effective This 
Year; Passenger Cars Under 
60 H. P. Affected. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 9.— 
Signing of the automobile ~ license 
reduction bill by Gov. Park was 
announced today. 

Licenses for passenger cars with 
60 horsepower or less will be af- 
fected. The reductions are: For 
cars with less than 12 forsepower, 
from $7.50 to $5; 12-24 horsepower, 
$10.50 to $8.50; 24-36 horsepower,

E. R. Dick, in Aftmed Yacht, 
Protected Americans in Cape 
Haytien During Revolt. 


By the Associated Press. 
GARRISON, N. Y., Jan. 9.—Ev- 


ans R. Dick, New York _ broker, 
who attracted attention in 1911 
when he unexpectedly appeared in 
a harbor in Hayti with an armed 
yacht during a revolution and pro- 
tected American lives, died yester- 
day. He was 75 years old. 

Insurgents who had been at- 
tempting to oust President Simon 
had seized Cape Haytien, a Haytian 
cruiser was on the way to bombard 
the city and Americans were in 
fear of their lives. Suddenly a 
254-foot yacht steamed into the har- 
bor, flying the American flag and 
armed with® two three-pounders, 
two six-pounders, two one-pounders, 
automatic machine guns and with 
its hold filled with rifles and am- 
munition. 

Acting solely on his own respon- 
sibility, Mr. Dick, the owner, warned 
the insurgents not to harm any 
Americans and informed the Hay- 
tian Government he would not per- 
mit it to bombard the city. He 
transferred some American women 
in Cape Haytien to the yacht and 
kept the boat’s searchlights play- 
ing all night on houses where Amer- 
icans had gathered for safety. ~ 

He had bought the boat from 
Mrs. Grace Watt Thomas, and aft- 
er investing $90,000 in it,“had ar- 
ranged to sell it to the President 
of Hayti. He was on his way to 
deliver it when the revolt broke 
out. Later he disposed of the ves- 
sel to the succeeeding Government 
and it was used as a gunboat. 

Mr. Dick was born in St. Louis 
and is survived by his widow, the 
former Elizabeth Tatham of Phila- 
delphia; a daughter, Mrs. Stuyve- 
sant Fish Jr. of New York, and two 
sons, Fairman R. Dick of New York 
and Evans Dick Jr. of Boston.

FERAL PAY CUT 
CONTINUED 6 MONTHS 


President Roosevelt Signs Ex- 
ecutive Order Prolonging 
15 Per Cent Reduction.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today by executive 
order continued the 15 per cent re- 
duction of pay of Federal employes 
for another six months. 

In his budget message, the Pres- 
ident asked that the authority to 
cut be changed from 15 to 10 per 
cent, thus—Congress willing—assur- 
ing restoration of one-third of the 
pay cut beginning July 1, the start 
of the fiscal year.

The second set of findings, based 
on a special study of the cost of 
living of Government employes in 
Washington, showed a decline in 
the cost of living during the past 
three months of 14.6 per cent. 

“In view of the above,” said a 
White House statement, “and be- 
cause the law provides for index 
figures covering all parts of the 
country, it is necessary to continue 
the present scale until. June 30, 
1934.” 

The first cut in pay for the Gov- 
ernment workers will have been in 
effect one year on July 1, 

All Government officers and em- 
ployes have had a 15 per cent cut 
in pay during this period.

It-is the expectation the report 
will be taken up in both houses this 
afternoon, and there is a prospect 
for a liquor law by night. Approval 
of the report in the Senate is cer- 
tain. Its approval in the House 
is not certain, the objection there 
to any sale by the drink of hard 
liquors being very strong. 

Ready for Compromise. 

If the report is approved by both 
houses, and it may be, because of 
the attitude of the Governor, who 
now is willing to accept any kind 
of a liquor bill just to get one 
passed and the Legislature’ ad- 
journed, all cities of more than 20,- 
000 will start out wet, but ma: vote 
themselves dry. All over 500 and 
less than 20,000 will start out dry 
and may vote themselves wet. 

The wet cities under the report 
will be St. Louis, Kansas City, St. 
Joseph, Springfield, Joplin, Hanni- 
bal, Jefferson City, University City 
and Sedalia. All others will be dry 
to start with 

Sale of beer will be permitted any 
place, but the regulation as to the 
sale of wine will be the same as for

Federal Court Hears Suit Over 
Payment on Trusts of 
Rail President. 


Stories of William Evans Guy’s 
pride in the longevity of the mem- 
bers of his family and his boast 
that he would live 100 years were 
related by intimates testifying yes- 
terday in Federal ‘Judge Davis’ 
court in behalf of executors of the 
estate of the capitalist and railroad 
president who are seeking to re- 
cover $115,854 of an estate tax paid 
under protest. The case was taken 
under advisement. 

The Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue held that $994,195 which 
Guy used to create four equal trust 
estates for his four children in 
1921, when he was 76 years old, was 
subject to taxation because this 
was done.in contemplation of 
death. It was pointed out that con- 
trol of the estates did not pass from 
Guy’s hands until his death. , 
One of the beneficiaries, William 
Edwin Guy, and the St. Louis 
Union Trust Co., as executors, con- 
tended the trust estates were not 
made in contemplation of death, but 
to reduce income tax surcharges. 
They pointed out the capitalist 
died at. the age of 83 in 1928, seven 
years after the trusts were created. 
Dr. Walter Fischel testified he 
examined Guy regularly and had 
found him in excellent health in 
1921. Other witnesses, who told of 
Guy’s pride in his robust health, 
were Robert McKittrick Jones, who 
had lunch with him regularly at 
the Noonday Club, and Col. Albert 
T. Perkins, whose wife was a sister 
of Mrs. Guy.

Tragedy at Rail] Station in Japan 
Laid to Commotion Among 
Sake-Drinkers.

KYOTO, Japan, Jan. 9.—Railway 
officials said today that a commo- 
tion in a group of intoxicated sake- 


drinkers started the panic and 
stampede in which 80 persons lost 
their lives. Authorities said many 
in the crowd in the Kyoto railway 
station yesterday had been drink- 
ing and this increased the crowd’s 
unruliness. 

Many were crushed and suffocat- 
ed at the foot of a packed stairway 
when one, falling, cried out, and 
the crowd broke into a mad, shift- 
ing mass. 

More than 10,000 persons had 
jammed their way into the station 
to bid farewell to naval recruits 
leaving for the naval base at Kure. 
As ‘usual on such occasions semi- 
military reservists and youth or 
ganizations turned out en masse 
for the leavetaking. National flags 
and banners were much in evi- 
dénce. The crowd was happily 
shouting names and good wishes 
to the youths. when the panic 
started. 

Nearly all members of the crowd

were men, but about 30 
were killed in the crush.

F'\Clark by Unprecedented| 


Action Would Have State 
Senaté Officially Ap- 
prove Activities.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jen. 9. — A 
resolution amounting to an official 
State Senate defense of the public 
utility lobby and approval of its 
fight on Col. Hugh Miller, State 
engineer of the Public Works Ad- 
ministration, was introduced in the 
Senate last night by Senator Clark 
(Dem.), Richmond. 

It directed that the speech deliv- 
ered in the Senate last Thursday by 
Senator Bates (Rep.), St. Louis, de- 
fending the lobby and assailing 
Miller, be published in the Senate 
Journal, an unprecedented proceed- 
ing. 

The resolution brought instant 
objection from Senator Joffee 
(Dem.), Kansas City, one of the 
most active supporters of the mu- 
nicipal utility bills and a leading 
opponent of special legislation 
which has been asked b ythe pri- 
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vately owned utilities. 
Senator Clark, who offered the 
resolution, led the fight for the 
Buford “mystery” bill at the regu- 
lar session, and voted against the 
motion at this special session to 
require the Municipal Corporations 
Committee to report out Gov. 
Park’s public works bills to author- 
ize municipalities to build electric, 
gas, water and sewer plants 
through the issuance of revenue 
bonds. 

Supported by Leader. 
Clark was supported by Senator 
Donnelly of Lebanon, Democratic 
floor leader, who voted to permit 
the committee to continue to hold 
the bills, but who, in the regular 
session, voted against the “mystery” 
utility bill. ; 
Senator Jones of Dunklin County 
had started to join in the debate in 
support of Joffee’s objections when 
Senator Kinney, president pro tem,

No stenographic report is made 
of debates or speeches in either 
house of the Missouri. Legislature, 
and the publicaticn in the record 
of any speech, except by the Gov- 
ernor, never has been known. Con- 
sequently there was surprise when 
Senator Clark last night sent up a 
copy of the Bates speech and a res- 
olution directing that it be printed 
in the Journal. 

The speech in the main was an 
attack on Col. Miller, who had 
aroused the ire of the Senators who 
opposed permitting the Governor's 
utility bills being brought to the 
floor of the Senate for action, be- 
cause of criticisms of the Senate in 
his. insistence that the bills be 
passed to enable Missouri cities and 
towns to participate in the $3,300,- 
000,000 public works fund to build 
municipal utilities. Bates denounced 
Col. Muller “as a lobbyist fcr east- 
ern electrical equipment manufac- 
turers,” and in his remarks deliv- 
ered a defense of the public utility 
lobby which has been in Jefferson 
City opposing the bills. 

“Disloyal to the President.” 
Senator Joffee, opposing the reso- 
lution, said that it was an attack 
on President Roosevelt and on the 
Recovery program. “Its passage,” 
he said, “would be disloyal to the 
President, to the National Adminis- 
tration and a waste of the people’s 
money.” 

“The speech which it is proposed 
to print,” Senator Joffee said, “was 
improper, and the language used 
was not befitting a Senator. If the 
Senate wants to go on record in op- 
position to the President’s program, 
then adopt this resélition. 

“If the Democratic majority in 
this Senate has deserted the Presi- 
dent and deserted the Democratic 
party, and has joined with the Re- 
publicans, who have been going 
over the state and the nation at- 
tacking the President and attack- 
ing the Recovery program, then the 
adoption of this resolution would 
carry out that purpose and would 
be giving aid and comfort to the 
enemy. 

“In delivering his speech the Sen- 
ator (Bates) said he desired in- 
formation about these utility bills.

“Donnelly Defends Resolution.” 
Senator Donnelly, who supported 
the Clark resolution, defended the 
record of the Senate. 

He denounced the metropolitan 
newspapers which had criticised the 
Senate and which had published 
the news of the killing of the util- 
ity bills. He severely criticised the 
House of Representatives. 
Asserting there was no question 
of the loyalty of the Senate to the 
national administration, Donnelly 
said that at the regular session it 


followed the President’s recom- 
mendation for etonomy and had 
reduced the State appropriation 
bills $8,000,000. 


He referred to a resolution in the 
House last Thursday, in which was 
set out that all the Governor’s bills 
introduced in that body had been 
passed, and of which 2500 copies 
were printed for distribution to 
newspapers and libraries. _

266 MEASLES CASES 
REPORTED IN CITY 


Protection of Children Against 
Secondary Infection Urged 
by Health Officials. 


With 266 cases of measles report- 
‘ed in St. Louis last week, City Epi- 
demiologist Harold D. Chope urged 


today that children with probable 
symptoms be put to bed and pro- 
ected from contacts which might 
lead to secondary infection. 

The disease, he said, begins very 
like a common cold, with burning 
eyes, a running nose, sometimes fe- 
ver and a cough. It is infectious 
for several days before the rash 
appears, and so it is to the interest 
of other children, as well as the 
one affected, to isolate him at once. 
“Secondary infections, introduc- 
ing seme other disease after the 
child already is weakened by mea- 
sles, are about the most serious 
possibility,” said Dr. Chope. 
“Adults, who may unwittingly car- 
ry some infection, should not be al- 
lowed in the room with the sick 
child. Colds are especially danger- 
ous, Pneumonia complicating mea- 
sles is often fatal.” 

Many in Early School Ages. 
Children of pre-school ages are 
largely affected, although many of 
the reported patients are in the 
early school ages, up to 9 years. 
Teachers and nurses are on the 
lookout for first symptoms. 

Dr. Chope and Chief Diagnosti- 
cian Smith expected the outbreak 
to continue for probably three 
months. It began in the second 
week of November, when weekly 
reports of measles rose from three 
cases, about the usual number at 
that season, to 14. Weekly reports 
since then have steadily risen— 16, 
29—in each of two successive weeks, 
59, 97, 106, 117 and 266, with nearly 
50 reported yesterday over the 
week-end. 

The disease recurs in periodical 
epidemics about every four years, 
related Dr. Chope. Two explana- 
tions have been offered, he said; 
the possibility that the infective 
agent has a recurrent wave of virul- 
ence, or, more plausible in his view,

NOVELIST, DIES AT 83 


Author Whose Real Name Was 
Alice French Succumbs at 
Davenport, Ia. 


By the Associated Press. 
DAVENPORT, Ia., Jan. 9.—Miss 
Alice French, who wrote many nov- 
els under the pen name of Octave 
Thanet, died at her home early to- 
day after a long illness. She would 
have been 84 years old in March. 
She was the writer of 20 or more 
novels. “The Man of the Hour,” 


published in 1905, undoubtedly was 
the book which gave her greatest 
fame as one of America’s leading 
woman writers. 

Her first work of note, “Knitters 
in the Sun,” was published in 1887. 
Her literary output continued for 
more than 30 years. One of her 
last notable works was “And the 
Captain Answered,” published in 
1917. During the same year the

Spent Much Time in West. 
Miss French was born in Andover, 
Mass., March 19, 1850.

REPORTED IN CITY 


Protection of Children Against 
Secondary Infection Urged 
by Health Officials. 


With 266 cases of measles report- 
‘ed in St. Louis last week, City Epi- 
demiologist Harold D. Chope urged 


today that children with probable 
symptoms be put to bed and pro- 
ected from contacts which might 
lead to secondary infection. 
The disease, he said, begins very 
like a common cold, with burning 
eyes, a running nose, sometimes fe- 
ver and a cough. It is infectious 
for several days before the rash 
appears, and so it is to the interest 
of other children, as well as the 
one affected, to isolate him at once. 
“Secondary infections, introduc- 
ing seme other disease after the 
child already is weakened by mea- 
sles, are about the most serious 
possibility,” said Dr. Chope. 
“Adults, who may unwittingly car- 
ry some infection, should not be al- 
lowed in the room with the sick 
child. Colds are especially danger- 
ous, Pneumonia complicating mea- 
sles is often fatal.” 

Many in Early School Ages. 
Children of pre-school ages are 
largely affected, although many of 
the reported patients are in the 
early school ages, up to 9 years. 
Teachers and nurses are on the 
lookout for first symptoms. 
Dr. -Chope and Chief Diagnosti- 
cian Smith expected the outbreak 
to continue for probably three 
months. It began in the second 
week of November, when weekly 
reports of measles rose from three 
cases, about the usual number at 
that season, to 14. Weekly reports

She established classes where 
foreigners, contemplating citizen- 
ship, were instructed and prepared 
for the tests. After their admit- 
tance as citizens, Miss French, as 
head of the Davenport Society of 
the Colonial Dames of America, 
prepared an entertainment for 
them. These gatherings usually 
were addressed by a leading citi- 
zen or jurist. 
In more recent years Miss French 
took an active part in chureh work, 
particularly home missions. She was 
a niece of Bishop Henry Lee, first 
Episcopal Bishop of Iowa, and her 
church affiliations always were 
with that denomination.

Minnesota Decision Reviewed. 

Chief Justice Hughes in begin- 
ning his argument says: 

“The state court upheld the stat- 
ute as an emergency measure. Al- 
though conceding that the obliga- 
tions of the mortgage contract were 
impaired, the court decided that 
what it thus described as an im- 
pairment was, notwithstanding the 
contract clause of the Federal Con- 
stitution, within the police power 
of the state as that power was 
called into exercise by the public 
economic emergency which the leg- 
islature had found to exist.” 

The state court, the opinion fur- 
ther explains, supplementec the 
State Legislature’s declaration of 
emergency, with a statement of 
conditions of which it took judicial 
notice, namely, that in recent years 
land values had shrunk enormously, 
that loans made on former values 
could not be replaced on present 
values, that large financial com- 
panies had ceased to invest in 
mortgages and banks to lend on 
them.

Emergency vs. Constitution. 

“In determining,” says the Hughes 
opinion, “whether the provision for 
this temporary and conditional re- 
lief exceeds the power of the state 
by reason of the clause in the Fed- 
eral Constitution prohibiting im- 
pairment of the obligations of con- 
tracts, we must consider the rela- 
tion of emergency to constitutional 
power, the historical setting of the 
contract clause, the development of 
the jurisprudence of this court in 
the construction of that clause, and 
the principles of construction which 
we may consider to be established. 

“Emergency does not create pow- 

er. Emergency does not increase 
granted power or remove or dimin- 
ish the restrictions imposed upon 
power granted or reserved.

The necessity of con- 
struction is not obviated by the fact 
that the contract clause is associ- 
ated in the same section with other 
and more specific prohibitions.” 

The majority opinion holds that

Some Previous Decisions Cited. 

Quotations are given from deci- 
sions holding that charters of pri- 
vate corporations constitute con- 
tracts, but that a grant of exclusive 
privilege is not to be implied as 
against the State;

“Limited, Temporary” Action. 

“It cannot be maintained that the 
constitutional prohibition should be 
so construed as to prevent limited 
and temporary interpositions with 
respect to the enforcement of con- 
tracts if made necessary by a great 
public calamity such as fire, flood 
or earthquake. ... And if state 
power exists to give temporary re- 
lief from the enforcement of con- 
tracts in the presence of disasters 
due to physical causes such as fire, 
flood or earthquake, that power 
cannot be said to be non-existent 
when the urgent public need de- 
manding such relief is produced by 
other and economic causes. . 

“It is no answer to say that this 
public need was not apprehended 
a century ago, or to insist that 
what the provision of the Consti- 
tution meant to the vision of that 
day it must mean to the vision of 
our time. If by the statement that 
what the Constitution meant at the 
time of its adoption it means to- 
day, it is intended to say that the 
great clauses of the Constitution 
must be confined to the interpre- 
tation which the framers, with the 
conditions and outlook of their 
time, would have placed upon them, 
the statement carries its own refu- 
tation. It was to guard against 
such a narrow conception that Chief 
Justice Marshall uttered the mem- 
orable warning: ‘We must never 
forget that it is a Constitution we 
are expounding, a Constitution in- 
tended to endure for ages to come, 
and, consequently, to be adapted to 
the various crises of human af- 
fairs.’” 


Five Final Conclusions. 


Five final conclusions are stated: 

1. An emergency existed in 
Minnesota which furnished a 
proper occasion for the exercise. 
of the reserved power of the State 
to protect the vital interests of 
the community. 

2. The legislation was addressed 
to a legitimate end, that is, the 
legislation was not for the mere 
advantage of particular individ- 
uals, but for the protection of a 
basic interest of society. 

3. In view of the nature of the 
contracts in question—mortgages 
of unquestionable validity—the 
relief afforded and justified by 
the emergency, in order not to 
contravene the constitutional] pro- 
vision, could only be of a charac- 
ter appropriate to that emergen- 
cy and could be granted only 
upon reasonable conditions. 

4. The conditions upon which 
the period of redemption is ex- 
tended do not appear to be un- 
reasonable. 

5. The legislation is temporary 
in operation. It is limited to the 
exigency, which called it forth.

tures and return to “old-fashioned 
Coolidge economy” to bring the 
country out of the depression is 
contained in a formal broadside is- 


sue by the Republican National 
Committee. 

The pamphlet, entitled “Which 
Way?” asserts that the administra- 
tion is continuing to borrow billions 
and drain national credit and that 
the next step is inevitable—the use 
of the power to issue money. 

The committee says that the rec- 
ord of the administration furnishes 
no hope that the pledge of the 
President to balance the budget in 
two or three years will be fulfilled. 


“Course of Destruction.” 


“There comes times in the history 
of every nation,” the pamphlet con- 
tinues, “when the most construc- 
tive thing that can be done is to 
prevent those in power from con- 
tinuing a course of destruction. We 
are now confronted by such a con- 
dition. 

“The most constructive thing 
which Republicans in both branches 
of Congress can now do is to op- 
pose the administration program of 
unlimited expenditures, unparal- 
leled deficits, and the creation of the 
largert public debt (over $31,000,- 
000,000) in the history of the United 
States.” 

The statement goes on to say that 
the burden of these expenditures 
must be borne by the “middle 


-iclass.” “It declares that Director 


of the Budget Douglas and Demo- 
cratic members of the House Ways 
and Means Committee concur in 
this view. 

“When Congress makes specific 
appropriations for specific things,” 
the broadside proceeds, “no power 
should be permitted the executive 
to thwart the will of Congress by 
shifting appropriations in order to 
finance proposals which Congress 
has considered and rejected in the 
interest of public economy and 
sound Government.” 


“Return to Coolidge Dollar.” 

The statement makes a plea for 
a return to the policy of Coolidge 
economy. It declares that in try- 
ing a return to the dollar of 1926, 
the administration is seeking to re- 
turn to the “dollar of the admin- 
istration of Calvin Coolidge.” 

The statement says that dollar 
was the product of the Coolidge 
policies, the foremost of which was 
expressed in the two statements by 
Coolidge: “I am for economy.

Wallace Gathers Figures to Answer 
Senate’s Call for Accounting 
of Processing Taxes. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The Dé- 
partment of Agriculture is prepar- 
ing to send quick answers to ques- 
tions propounded yesterday by the 
Senate, asking for &n accounting on 
processing taxes and the reasons 
for declines in the hog market. 


Figures already on Secretary Wal- 
lace’s desk show the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration has paid 
our in benefit disbursements about 
$44,701,650 more than was collected 
in processing taxes up to the end of 
November. Collections in December, 
however, were expected by officials 
to make a better showing. 

Internal revenue reports show 
that during November $27,786,263 
was collected on cotton, tobacco, 
wheat and field corn taxes, bring- 
ing to $90,736,246 the total of all 
processing taxes since the levies 
went into effect. 

The individual commodity taxes 
collected to Nov. 30 were: Wheat,, 
$38,903,726; cotton, $49,830,785; to- 
bacco, $1,983,758, and corn, $17,976. 

Up to Jan. 5 the Farm Adminis- 
tration has paid out in rental and 
benefit payments and cotton option 
profits, which are paid out of proc- 
essing tax funds, $135,437,911.92. 

In answering the Senate’s ques- 
tion on the decline in the price of 
hogs, officials asserted it was mere- 
ly the normal seasonal decline which 
begins usually in September or 
October and lasts throughout the 
winter. The 10-year average shows 
that December prices are about 
$1.17 lower than those in October.

Against “Unofficial Observer.” 

Borah, interrupting an, address 
in which he reiterated his faith in 
the foreign policy of Washington 
and Jefferson, advocated abolition 
of the Platt amendment to the Cu- 
ban Constitution. After urging @ 
foreign policy that insures peace 
to all nations, he said: 

“As an evidence of that faith, I 
would abandon at this time what 
is known as our Platt amendment 
policy as humiliating and, in Cuba, 
imposing on us an impossible 
task.” 

(The Platt amendment authorizes 
the United States to intervene in 
Cuba for the preservation of the is- 
land’s independence and to maintain 
a stable government.) 

Borah said the nation should 
abolish the “strange figure known 
as the ‘unofficial observer.’” 

Davis, seated by his side, smiled, 
Later, he said he saw in the Sena- 
tor’s remark no reference to him- 
self. America, under President 
Roosevelt has had no “unofficial 
observers,” he added. 

“T’m not one,” said Davis. “TI 
think I agree with the Senator 
perfectly.” 

John W. Davis, Democratic 
presidential nominee in 1924, agreed 
in general with Borah’s plea for 
nationalism.

His fervor for public works 
promptly subsided. It remained comatose into the 
fall. When asked his views, the Mayor stated that 
he was against adding to the burdens of the already 
harassed taxpayers; moreover, he gave it as his con- 
sidered opinion that a bond issue for public works 
would most certainly fail. 

In the middle of November, a test of public senti-

However, the Mayor made the important reserva- 
tion that not more than 50 per cent of the money 
to be raised locally should be raised from real estate 
taxation. How he intends to raise the remainder 
he did not say, nor is it yet clear. For that matter, 
the whole question has been in abeyance. We share 
the Mayor’s sympathy for the property owner; never- 
theless, it were to blink the whole idea of the public 
works program to permit that sympathy to warp 
one’s entire viewpoint. Public works is an integral 
part of the whole recovery program, which is de 
signed to benefit property owners, as well as every- 
one else. If the Mayor has some plan to finance 
a bond issue, except in the traditional fashion, it 
becomes timely for him to announce it. 

The world do move. Since the discussions of last 
fall, the CWA has entered the picture, affording 
work to 22,000 St. Louisans over the winter. What 
is to become of them in the spring unless they can 
carry on in public works? St. Louis County has 
received authorization from the Legislature to build 
a sewer system, on which a bond issue vote will be 
necessary. The Legislature has passed the proposal 
of the Governor for a $10,000,000 bond issue for the 
rehabilitation of the State institutions. The Board 
of Education soon will submit a $2,000,000 bond 
issue. Before long, the people will be voting on 
these three proposals.

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MR. THOMAS’ BRILLIANT IDEA. 

It is now apparent that Mr. Roosevelt made an 
error in selecting Henry Morgenthau Jr. as his Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. Mr. Morgenthau is plainly 
not abreast of the times. He favors Federal borrow- 
ing on the old plan of issuing bonds on which semi- 
annual interest is paid.

Ohio State University has again run up the flag 
of reactionary educational policy. It has expelled 
five students because they were unwilling to spend 
a half day a week in military drill. Five other 
students, who have refused to attend the compulsory 
military classes, as a protest against an ouster order 
on that score, also face eventua] dismissal. 

Dr. George W. Rightmire, president of the univer- 
sity, seems to think he has disposed of the matter 
by saying that there is “no alternative,” students 
“must either take the prescribed courses or leave 
the institution.” Such a remark does no credit to 
the head of a large state university. It Will satisfy 
no one who understands the basis for military train- 
ing at a lahd grant institution, such as Ohio State 
University is. 

There is nothing in the Federal law relating to 
land grant colleges and universities which requires 
their students to take military training. What the 
law stipulates is that such training must be offered.

Interpreting the law sensibly, the University of 
Wisconsin offers military training, but for a dozen 
years has not compelled students to take it.

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HOW SENATOR DORAN VOTED. 

In a recent editorial, “Paste This in Your Hat,” 
we listed the State Senators who voted against Gov.

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WELL-EARNED REWARD. 

Even in this day of increased leisure, few workers 
are able to turn the overtime and extra exertions of 
the past into present and future recreation periods.

But one 
faithful public servant, retired Chief of Police Gerk, 
is now getting a reward of this sort, which few will 
begrudge him.

or bookkeeping, year is not the same 
as the calendar year. When, for example, 
the President speaks of the budget of “1934” 
he does not mean the income and expendi- 
ture between Jan. 1, 1934, and Dec. 31, 1934. 
He means the income and expenditure which 
began July 1 of last year, that is, 1933, and 
end June 30 of this year. Thus six months 
from now, though the calendar will still 
say that it is the year 1934, the Government 
will be operating under the budget of 
“1935.” A year from this,July, namely July, 
1935, it will be operating under the budget 
of “1936.” Unless this distinction is fixed 
clearly in mind, it is impossible to obtain 
a clear picture of the situation. 

It follows that the budget message is de- 
livered at the .beginning of the calendar 
year 1934, but in the middle of the fiscal 
year 1934. So it tells us, first of all, what 
has been spent’ and taken in during the 
past six months, and what is almost sure 
to be spent and taken in during the next 
six months. 

Now it is this “1934” budget which shows 
the enormous expenditure of 10.5 billion dol- 
lars, of which 7.5 billions are not covered by 
income, have to be borrowed and are there- 
fore a deficit. Let us fix in mind, then, 
that we are half way through the fiscal 
year in which the great expenditures are 
planned and the great deficit is being in- 
curred. It is the “1934” budget, which ends 
next June, that is to raise the national debt 
from 22.5 billions to 29.8 billions, the largest 
increase in so short a time ever recorded 
in time of peace, 

This deficit, it must be understood, is, 
so to speak, over the dam. Except for 
an additional 1.1 billions, which the Presi- 
dent is going to ask this Congress to ap- 
propriate, the deficit was authorized last 
winter and spring. Bad or good, 90 per cent 
of the expenditures, and about 85 per cent 
of the deficit, were decided upon many 
months ago, 


Tm Federal Government keeps its ac- 
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But the message does not merely tell us 
what is to be spent before June. It tells us 
also what is to be spent in “1935,” .that is, 
between July 1 next and the following June. 
This is a forecast, of course, based on es- 
timates. But it is the most important part 
of the message, because it covers, not what 
has been decided upon in the past, but what 
has been decided upon for the future. It 
is here that the financial program of the 
administration reveals its fundamental pol- 
icy. 

The disclosure is of transcendent import- 
ance. We learn here in definitive form that 
the gigantic expenditures of this year are 
being made to stimulate a business recov- 
ery based upon private enterprise for rea- 
sonable profit.

The other, which is even more significant, 
is that the great banking operations per- 
formed .by the RFC are to be completed 
but not in any important sense expanded in 
1934-35. This can mean only that the Presi- 
dent looks forward confidently to a restora- 
tion of the functions of the banking system 
as the provider of capital, and that he has 
no plans or intentions for setting up in 
Washington a permanent management of 
the capital market. 

This, budget proves, as no amount of 
theoretical speculation could prove, that the 
President’s conception of social reconstruc- 
tion looks toward a growth of self-govern- 
ment and co-operation and a reform and 
policing of the abuses of individualism rath- 
er than toward a planned collectivism di- 
rected from Washington. Were he working 
toward any such revolutionary ideal, he 
would not bring forward a budget for 1935 
which is based on the principle that the 
Government is to retire rapidly within a 
few months from the field of construction 
and financing of capital goods. 

This is a binding commitment. For when 
this Congress votes the appropriations asked 
for in this message, it will be the law of 
the land. Nor would he commit himself, as 
he has done, to the specific promise that six 
months before he next faces the electorate 
in the campaign of 1936 the budget will 
be in balance because emergency expendi- 
tures have ended, 


In appraising the size of the debt which 
the President intends to create in the course 
of the next 18 months, we start, then, with 
the basic fact that what the President in- 
tends, and has committed himself to, is the 
rapid decrease of Government expenditure 
and a concurrent rapid increase of expendi- 
ture through private investment. The ques- 
tion then is: Can he do what he hopes to do? 

It is the fashion to say that the deficit is 
being incurred in a war against depression. 
That is its unmistakable purpose. But war 
deficits have always had serious conse- 
quences. They create a tremendous demand 
for goods, raise prices and create new pros- 
perity; when the Government stops spend- 
ing, there is after every war a big slump. 
War deficits, also, are incurred in such a 
way as to create obligations, chiefly to vet- 
erans, which in our history tend to grow 
rather than diminish, so that they leave be- 
hind a heritage of expanding expenditures, 

We have, therefore, to ask ourselves 
whether we are creating an artificial pros- 
perity by Government spending and whether 
under AAA and CWA and other establish- 
ments we are creating vested interests which 
will tend to become permanent. Before any- 
orfe can be thoroughly assured about the

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—An in-;

“protherhood railroad employes of 


the Mobile & Ohio Ralfiroad was 
urged yesterday by an emergency 
board named by President Roose- 
velt to investigate a wage dispute. 

The board, composed of Davis R. 
Dewey of Cambridge, Mass., Walter 
C. Clephane of Washington, D. C., 
and Homer B. Dibell. of Duluth, 
Minn.,. agreed that the railroad was 
in financial straits but said it was 
up to the carrier to raise the ad- 
ditional money needed. 

The suggestion was made, how- 
ever, that the road combine with 
a larger and stronger system, it be- 
ing pointed out that the Southern 
Railway System virtually owned it, 
or that money be borrowed, either 
from private agencies or the Gov- 
ernment. 4 

“Whether aid comes from a priv- 
ate loan, from a subsidy, or from 
some governmental agency, or 
through a merger or grouping of 


‘ the road with some other system, 


is not so important insofar as the 
result is concerned,” the report 
gaid. “The road must work out 
the details.” The findings of the 
board, however, are not binding on 
the railroad, although many lines 
have followed recommendations of 
such groups in the past. 

About three-fourths of the Mobile 
& QOhio’s 3600 employes belong to 
Railroad Brotherhoods or affiliated 
unions, and they have threatened 
to strike unless the road increases 


their pay. :; 

Mobile & Ohio employes received 
a 10 per cent cut in pay under the. 
so-called Chicago wage agreement 
in 1932 and later most of them took 
a second 10 per cent reduction. They 
seek the restoration of their pay to 
the scale of the Chicago agreement 
and the board agreed their de- 
mands are just. 

“The carrier naturally rests its 
original reduction and subsequent 
refusal to restore wages,” the re- 
port said, “on inability to pay. This 
may be a valid justification in —_— 
of a temporary emergency, but s 
plea has not been recognized as a 
determining factor in fixing wage 
rates.” The Mobile & Ohio is in 
receivership. 

The report also said that the 
Southern Railway Co. was paying a 
higher wage than the Mobile & 
Ohio. 


“It might be inferred,” the report 
said, “that the longer the present 
status can be maintained, the long- 
er the Southern Railway Co. can 
defer the decision whether it will 
come to the relief of this road or re- 
linquish it to other interests.” 


HEAD OF FIRM QUESTIONED

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|Supreme; Court Vacates Ruling 


| _Enjoifiing Reductions by — 


Cities Service Co. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9. — The 
Supreme Court upheld yesterday in 
effect an order of Kansas Pub- 
lic Service Commission designed to 


reduce gas rates for consumers in) 
more than 100’ cities in the State. 


It ordered vacated a ruling by 
a three-Judge Federal Court en- 
joining a commission order direct- 
ing a reduction from 40 to 30 cents 
a thousand cubic feet im the rate 
charged by the Cities Service Co. 
Pipe Line unit to subsidiary dis- 
tributing companies: for gas deliv- 
ered at the city gates. The commis- 
sion order upheld directed the dis- 
tributing companies to cease set- 
ting up on their books as an ex- 
pense item, payments of 1% per 
cent of their gross earnings to 
New 
York, another Cities Service unit. 

Two Orders Involved. 

Two orders of the commission 
were involved in an opinion handed 
down by Justice Butler, to which 
no dissent was announced. The de- 
cree of the three-Judge Federal 
Court so far as it enjoined énforce- 
ment of one of the commission’s 
orders was ordered vacated. It af- 
firmed the three-Judge Court’s de- 
cision on the other order. 

The first order of the commis- 
sion directed the distributing corza- 
panies to cease setting up an ex- 
pense item payment of 1% per cent 
of their gross earnings to Henry L. 
Doherty & Co. and payments to 
the pipe Hine company for gas in 
excess of 30 cents a thousand cubic 
feet, and to give no consideration 
to the payments so disapproved in 
fixing rates to domestic consum- 
ers. It directed that, on Oct. 17, 
1932, the distributing companies 
show cause why the prescribed re- 
ductions should not be passed on 
to the consumer. 

Rules Order Not Binding. 

Acting on that order the Supreme 
Court stated the distributing gas 
companies had failed to state facts 
sufficient to entitle them to a de- 
cree enjoining the commission from 
enforcing that order, for as stated 
by the commission in oral argu- 
ment in the Supreme Court the 
challenged provisions are merely 
preliminary steps in investigations 
for the ascertainment of a reason- 
ableness of the gas company’s rate, 
and has no binding force in re- 
spect of payment to the pipe line 
company or rates to be charged 
consumers. The action of the three- 
Judge court so far as it enjoined 
enforcement of the provision of 
that order was vacated. 

Regarding the second commis- 
sion order, which directed effective 
Sept. 1, 1932, and pending hearing 
an order prescribing rates all dis- 
tributing companies paying a gate 
rate in excess of/30 cents a thou- 
sand cubic feet shall deduct the 
difference between what the dis- 
tributing company is now paying at 
the city gate and 30 cents a thou- 
sand cubic feet, and pass on this 
difference to the consumer, the Su- 
preme Court said: 

“The commission, its members 
and Attorney-General having in 
their answer and here admitted 
that the commission’s second order 
is invalid, the decree insofar as it 
enjoins the enforcement of its pro- 
visions will be affirmed.”

concentration upon America’s own 
problems. 

“It is not isolation, it is freedom 
of action,” he said. “It is independ- 
ence of judgment. It is not isola- 
tion. It is free government — 
there can be no such thing as free 
government if the people thereof 
are not free to remain aloof or to 
take part in foreign wars.” 

Norman H. Davis said that “all 
nations are seeking security, not 
only of life but of livelihood.” 

“As a result there is a growing 
tendency on the part of every 
country to divorce itself from ex- 
ternal ties and influences and to 
seek its salvation independently of 
its neighbors if not, indeed, at their 
expense, 

“If this tendency continues to 
grow as at present, it will, I fear, 
not only create new problems but 
make more difficult the solution of 
some of the old ones.” 

Davis Urges Co-operation. 

Davis said that. the American 
people want peace and are opposed 
to any agreement that would com- 
mit them to war. He said, how- 
ever, the nation’s freedom from 
commitments—which it still should 
avoid—did not prevent it from be- 
ing forced to go to war in 1917. 

“In my opinion it should be pos- 
sible for the United States, which 
has a vital interest in world peace 
and stability, to co-operate in the 
endeavor to promote peace and 
solve such problems of international 
concern as can only be dealt with 
effectively by concerted action, and 
to do this without sacrificing our 
independence of judgment and our 
freedom of action.” 

Borah said that people “who have 
bartered away or surrendered their 
right to remain neutral in war 
have surrendered their right to gov- 
ern.”

Trade Commission. 


“Municipalities pay the debts on M 


their utility plants,” he said. “Pri- 
vate corporations do not. They con- 
stantly add to the capital debt and 
consumers have to pay a return on 
the increasing capitalization.” 

Public ownership was the only 
solution of the unemployment prob- 
lem, Thompson thought. The Gov- 
ernment finds it necessary to take 
care of millions of unemployed; the 
dole cannot be continued indefinite- 
ly, neither can the payment of 
wages for unproductive public 
works. Thompson said the con- 
struction and operation of revenue- 
producing utility plants would fur- 
nish employment and ‘benefit all 
the users. 

Cites Successful Example. 

As an example of successful op- 
eration of an electric light and 
power plant by a city he cited the 
Washington (Ind.) project, which 
was fully described in the Post-Dis- 
patch three years ago. 

“What Washington, Ind., can do, 
St. Louis can-do,” Thompson said. 

Among services performed by 
government, Thompson mentioned 
the public schools, highways and 
postal service, including the postal 
savings bank. He said 7800 cities 
own and operate their water sys- 
tems, 2000 their electric light plants 
and 64 their gas plants. : 

“This shows,” he said, “that pub- 
lic ownership is not contrary to the 
principles of the United States.” 

Thompson will speak tonight at a 
meeting at Cabanne Branch Library 
at 8 o'clock, where the Missouri 
Public Ownership League will be 
organized. Victor Packman, a law- 
yer, will preside.

It 
does not mean one thing at one 
time and an entirely different thing 
at another time. If the contract 
impairment clause, when framed 
and adopted, meant that the terms 
of a contract for the payment of 
money could not be altered in 
invitum by a State statute enacted 
for the relief of a hardly pressed 
debtors to the end and with the 
effect: of payment or 
enforcement during and because of 
an economic or financial emergen- 
ey, it is but to state the obvious 
to say that it means the same now. 

“This view, at once so. rational 


slim its application to the written 


word, and so necessary to the sta- 

bility of epnstitutional principles, 

though from time to time chal- 

lenged, has never, until recently, 

been put within the.realm.of doubt 

by the decisions of this court.” 
Ex Parte Milligan. 

The dissenting opinion then says 
that the “true rule” was forcefully 
set out In the famous case, Ex 
Parte Milligan, growing out of the 
Civil War. Ex Parte Milligan has 
often been quoted by those who 
have cast doubt on the cogstitution- 
ality of the new dea] legislation. 
In that opinion the Supreme Court 
held that “no doctrine involving 
more pernicious consequences was 
ever invented by the wit of man 
than that any of its (the Constitu- 
tion’s) provisions can be suspended 
during any of the great exigencies 
of Government.” 

Continuing his 
Sutherland says: 

“The provisions of the Federal 
Constitution, undoubtedly, are pli- 
able in the sense that in appropri- 
ate cases they have the capacity of 
bringing within their grasp every 
new condition which’ falls within 
their meaning. Byt, their meaning 
is changeless; it is only their ap- 
plication which is extensible. Con- 
stitutional grants of power and re- 
trictions on the exercise of power 
are not flexible as the doctrines of 
the common law are flexible . 

“A eandid consideration of the 
history and circumstances which led 
up to and accompanied the framing 
and adoption of this clause (the 
contract impairment clause) will 
demonstrate conclusively that it 
was framed and adopted with the 
specific and studied purpose of pre- 
venting legislation designed to re- 
leve debtors especially in time of 
financial distress. Indeed it is not 
probable that any other purpose 
was definitely in the minds of those 
who composed the framers’ conven- 
tion or the ratifying state conven- 
tions which followed. . . .” 

In substantiation of this point the 
dissent quotes voluminously from 
historical writings. 

This recital, the dissenting opin- 
fon says, “leaves no _ reasonable 
ground upon which to base a denial 
that the clause of the Constitution 
now under consideration was meant 
to foreclose state action impairing 
the obligation of contracts primar- 
ily and especially in respect of such 
action aimed at giving relief to 
debtors in time of emergency. 

“If further proof be required *o 
strengthen what already is inex- 
pungable, such proof will be found 
in. the previous decisions of this 

urt. There are many such deci- 
sions.” 

Case of Bronson vs. Kinzie. 

One of the cited cases is Bron- 
son vs. Kinzie, decided in 1843, in- 
volving an Illinois statute extend- 
ing the period of redemption for 12 
months after a sale under a decree 
in chancery, and another statute al- 
so giving relief to debtors. 

“This Court,” says Justice Suth- 
erland, “held both statutes invalid 
when applied to an existing mort- 
gage, as infringing the contract im- 
pairment clause. ... The 
opinion of the Court says nothing 
about an emergency; but it is clear 
that the statute was passed for the 
purpose of meeting the panic and 
depression which began in 1837 and 
continued for some years there- 
after.,. . . It is evident that 
the question of that emergency as 
the basis for the legislation was so 
definitely involved that it must 
have been considered by the Court. 
The emergency was quite as seri- 
ous as that which the country has 
faced during the past three years.” 
Present Emergency Nothing New. 


After numerous quotations from 


dissent, Justice 


Sutherland opinion reiterates that 
the present emergency is nothing 
new. 

“From the beginning of our exist- 
ence as a nation,” it’ “periods 
of depression, of industrial failure, 
of financial distress, of unpaid and 
unpayable indebtedness have alter- 
nated with years of plenty. The

The State Police Power. 

The dissenting opinion makes the 
point that the court is not here 
dealing with a power granted by 
the Federal Constitution but the 
State police power, which exists in 
its own right. : 

“Hence,” the dissent p , 
“the question is not whether ° an 
emergency furnishes the occasion 
for the exercise of that State pow- 
er, but whether an emergency fur- 
nishes an occasion for the relaxa- 
tion of the restrictions upon the 
power imposed by the contract im- 
pairment clause; and the difficulty 
is that the contract impairment 
clause forbids State action under 
any circumstances, if it have the 
effect of impairing the obligation 


of contracts. - That clause restricts 


every State power in the particular 
specified, no matter what may be 
the occasion.” 

In conclusion the dissenting opin- 
ion says: 

“IT quite agree with the opinion 
of the court that whether the legis- 
lation under review is wise or un- 
wise is a matter with which we 
have nothing to do. Whether it is 
likely to work well or work ill pre- 
sents a question entirely irrelevant 
to the issue. The only legitimate 
inquiry we can make is whether 
it is constitutional. If it is not, its 
virtues, if it have any, cannot save 
it; if it is, its faults cannot be in- 
voked to accomplish its destruction. 
If the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion be not upheld when they pinch 
as well as when they comfort, they 
may as well be abandoned.” 


“Triumph of Human Rights Over 
Property Rights,” Says Gov. Olson. 
By the Associated Press. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Jan. 9.—Gov. 
Floyd O. Olson described the deci- 
sion of the United States Supreme 
Court upholding Minnesota’s mort- 
gage moratorium law a “triumph 
of human rights over property 
rights.” 

“The decision,” he said yesterday, 
“represents more than a triumph 
of the police power clause of the 
Constitution over the due process 
of law and obligation of contract 
clauses. It really represents a 
triumph of human rights over prop- 
erty rights. It also indicates that 
we can change the system under 
which we live in any manner we 
desire and keep within the Consti- 
tution.”

Criticisms of My Forcing 
Theory 


HE Sims two-bid has been criti- 
cised because it is confined to 
suits of five or more cards, and 
ay not be made on a four-card 
uit. I have already given you the 
weoney theoretical and 
w mmipractical reasons 
semeicor this require- 
ment, and, ex- 
Hplained how the 
versatile two no- 
trump opening 
oid takes care of 
short-suited hands 
containing only 
three or four los- 
ers. If I have 
failed to convince 
mui you on this point, 
MN iMod Write to me care 
HAL SIMS. of this newspaper, 
and if such letters 
are at all numerous, I will prepare 
some further articles on this point 
and include them in this series in 
due course of time. It will, of 
course, be a matter of several 
weeks before they appear in your 
newspaper. 

The other main criticism of my 
forcing theory (though nowadays 
it is applied more to my two-bid 
than to the three-bid) is that I 
make the requirements unneces- 
sarily high and that consequently 
these bids are too rare. In other 
words, I remove from common cir- 
culation a pair of bids (the two-bid 
and the three-bid) which are really 
required for more frequent use with 
ess rare types of hands. Another 
way of putting it is that I make my 
followers bid only one where they 
would be better served if they 
could bid two or three. To my mind 
these criticisms are based on ex- 
tremely unsound opinions—if their 
authors have any at all—on the 
forcing theory, and on an ineradic- 
able addiction to judging contract 
bidding in terms of auction meth- 
ods. It is not a question of a com- 
promise or of fitting the vagaries of 
cards into any predetermined me- 
anics of a system. My experience 
Jt card playing and my understand- 
ing of the essential nature of cards 
tell me that it is theoretically as 
well as practically unsound to order 
your partner to make a forced re- 
sponse when you actually need a 
natural response in order to bid 
your own hand intelligently. If you 
heed a natural response, and can- 
not hope to make a game without 
one, should you not ask for it at the 
lowest possible level? If you have a 
misfit for your twenty-six cards, 
should you not learn it at as low 
a level as possible? Should you not 
make it easy, in that event, for the 
enemy to enter the bidding and re- 
lieve you of what has now become 
a burden? Can you see any reason 
for forcing with four losers in your 
hand? Especially now that you have 
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m<=;en shown the complete range of 


lids which we use to cover all the 
recurrent bidding situations with 
which a system can be expected to 
cope. I certainly have had no cause 
to question the soundness of my 
theory; I am seldom beaten on my 
big hands, and I collect many juicy 
penalties from opponents who make 
what I call unsound forcing bids 
based, I suppose, on “audtion nor- 
mal expectancy” in their contract- 
playing (and paying) partner’s 
ere If you are employing a dif- 

ent treatment for your big hands, 
recollect those where you were 
beaten, and ask yourself whether a 
tifferent treatment might not have 
saved them. Try my treatment in- 
stead for a while, naturally with a/ 
partner who properly understands 
lt, and judge for yourself. You can 
always revert to your former treat- 
ment if mine does not seem more ef- 
fective. 


A Far-Fetched Hypothesis. 

Let us assume that some strange 
contract player were to make me 
the following proposition: “Mr.

Soap and lodine 


INCE the early part of this cen» 
S tury, tincture of lodine has been 

used widely as a disinfecting 
agent. 

In surgical operations, the area in- 
volved is usually swathed with io- 
dine before the surgeon begins to 
operate. 

Some surgeons, opposing the pro- 
cedure, argue that tincture of iodine 
does not render the field of opera- 
tion sterile for more than 20 min- 
utes. 

These opponents have 
further that tincture of iodine pro- 
duces a varnish-like covering. over 
the skin to which it is applied; that 
this cover after a while breaks and 
cracks, and that the underlying liv- 
ing germs soon emerge. 

These scientists have gone fur- 
ther and have offered evidence to 
substantiate their claims. They re- 
ported that by scraping the skin 
with sterile platinum wires 20 min- 
utes after the tincture of iodine had 
been applied to it, they had been 
able to collect living. bacteria arid to 
cultivate them. 


_A number of those who have op- 
posed ‘the use of tincture of iodine 
on the ground that it is unsafe have 
substituted for it soap and water. 

At the hospital at Havre, Dr. Rob- 
ert Sorel prepares his surgical pa- 
tients by first giving them a pro- 
longed bath. When brought to the. 
operating table, the field of opera- 
tion is washed again with sterile. 
soap. 

After the operation and when the 
skin is closed, the area is cleaned 
once again with sterile soap and @ 
sterile compress is applied to the 
wound. 


No antiseptic fluid is employed at 
any time. Ten years’ experience, 
with this technique has given good 
results. 


The point of value in this contro- 
versy is that both procedures have 
been proved good.
